Claim 1 . A method of enhancing expression of a desired homologous or heterologous protein (polypeptide) at mucosal 
effector sites of a mammal comprising placing a nucleotide sequence encoding the protein to be expressed under the 
control of a promoter having the nucleotide sequence of SEQ ID NO: 2 in a recombinant gut-colonising microorganism 
(e.g. Salmonella typhi, Salmonella typhimurium, Vibrio cholerae, Escherichia coli, Shigella), administering the 
microorganism to the mammal, and causing expression of the desired protein in mucosal cells. 

Claim 2. The method of claim 1 wherein the protein is of Yersinia pestis. 

Claim 3. The method of claim 2, wherein the Yersinia pestis protein comprisesthe F1-antigen. 
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
